R eport of Ihc G overnm ent A ud itor of 
R ailroad Aqgouuts — It bin. or Pacific 
Coast In terest. 
Washnigton, December 5th,—The annual 
report of the Government Auditor of llail- 
road Accounts contains the following passages 
of special Pacific coast interest. After men­ 
tioning that the Central Pacific .Railroad 
Company during the fiscal year has opened a 
new and shorter route from San Francisco to 
Sacramento, via Benicia and Tort Costa, 
Auditor French says : 
This route is over roads not subsidized by 
the United States. The Eastern overland 
mail is carried on this route and the bulk of 
the overland freight and passenger traffic is 
done upon it, in preference to the much 
longer enb-idized lines. The question sug­ 
gests itself in this connection, however, as to 
whether three or four hours’ quicker transit 
is more to be considered by the Rail­ 
way Mail Service than the retention 
of a larger or smaller proportion of the com­ 
pensation for carrying the mail. More im­ 
portant even than that, is the fact that the 
use of the new route? reduces the amount of 
through and local business of the subsidized 
lines extending from Sacramento to Niles, 
via Traey, on the net earnings of which the 
Government is entitled to 25 per cent, under 
the requirements of the sinking fund law; and 
in the same direction, but of vaster propor­ 
tions, is the still greater fact that when'the 
junctiou of this company’s leased lines from 
Goshen south and east be effected « ith those 
of the Atchieon, Topeka ar,d Sonia Fe Com­ 
pany in New Mexico, of every dollar of over­ 
land business diverted and done on that route, 
at least fifty cents will be lost from the pay­ 
ments on th6 part of the L’acific Railroad 
Companies to the Government. 
Concerning the material condition of the 
road, the report says : While the property of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company as a 
whole is in good condition and well main­ 
tained, there are some things mentioned by 
the Government Engineer which seems to 
require notice. A good many email girder 
bridges have their masonry in poor condition, 
and should be rebuilt. The temporary trestle 
approaches to the bridges in the Sierras 
shonld be done away with. The supply of 
steel rails for renewals on the main line has 
not kept up with the deteriorating of the old 
iron, so that there are a few badly-worn 
places. 
The Engineer considers it important, 
and with good reason, that the switches in 
the snow galleries, and all that portion of the 
road between Rocklin and Truckec—about 
100 miles in length—should be lighted for 
niglit trains. It is recommended that the 
section girders for small spans should be in­ 
creased as renewals are made, and that the 
truss bridges as rebuilt should be designed for 
heavier loads. The floor system for bridges 
on this road is faulty. The ties are too far 
apart, are liablo to be bunched and short, 
and the bridges are generally without guard 
rails to prevent a derailed truck from leaving 
the bridge. 
Among the more noteworthy improve­ 
ments on the subsidized portion of the road 
may he mentioned the new car shops 
and other buildings at Ogden, Utah, and 
the extensive yard facilities furnished 
at that pointy the spacious and convenient new 
passenger depot at Sacramento, and also the 
new freight depot at the same place, and the 
very extensive renewal of snow galleries ne­ 
cessitated by the destructive avalanches of 
last winter on the unsubsidized portion of 
the company’s property and railroad. The ex­ 
tensive improvements in progress at Oakland 
wharf is worthy of notice. It is a solid and 
safe embankment of stone and gravel, brought 
from Alameda canyon, some 75 feet wide and 
over a mile long, increasing in width at the 
terminal point -in the bay to 280 feet and a 
length of 1,250 feet, being an area of about 
eight acres. It will afford the company perma­ 
nent and probably ample room for the largely 
increasing business at that point, and result 
in great economy, compared with the present 
piling and wharf arrangements. Of the roads, 
1,204 miles, -162 miles had a steel track cn 
June 30, 1880. 
The remarks of Government Engineer 
Nicholla, above referred to, concerning sig­ 
nals at switches, rre ss follows : On no por­ 
tion of the company's system has tire custom 
been introduced of lighting switches for night 
trains. I mention this subject, not as being 
peculiar to this road, but in order to call at­ 
tention to the special importance of both day 
and night signals at switches. On that por 
tion of the line between Sacramento and 
Truckee, particularly in the snow gal­ 
leries, 
there are points where the 
Bwitch-stands are entirely obscured by 
the sheds until the observer is within a 
few feet of them, so that the largest are in­ 
visible and useless even in the day time. At 
such points efficient distant signals should be 
introduced, so that in case of the misplace­ 
ment of a switch ample time would be had in 
which to stop the trainB. When it is remem­ 
bered that during the season of snow it is 
practically night all of the time in the nearly 
forty miles of snow-galleries, and the heavy 
grades and sharp curves are taken into ac­ 
count, the importance of having efficient sig­ 
nals at all the switches day and night will, I 
think, be appreciated. 
Engineer Nicholls reports, however, that 
the Central Pacific Company’s track service 
is the best organized and moat efficient that 
has come under his notice west of the Missis­ 
sippi river, and compares favorably with any 
in the country. 
Auditor French says, regarding the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad : The system of Bhort 
Vandyke ditches and culverts adopted by the 
company to protect its track from washouts 
caused by clond-hursts in the region of the 
country east of Seven Palms, in Southern 
California, has proved very successful ; 
but no protection has yet been found 
against the terrible sand-storms to which the 
deserts are subject, or against the drift of 
sand, which often blockades the track and in­ 
terferes with railroad operations. Until and 
after connection is made the main traffic will 
be as it has been in the paet—dependent 
upon the supplies of machinery and 
merchandise of 
the 
numerous 
and 
thriving mining communities of Southern 
Arizona. When an Eastern connection is 
effected, no doubt much of the business from 
and to the East, which now passes over the 
Union, Central and Southern Pacific roads, 
will be done by the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, which will have the bulk of the 
mileage, while the Arizona road will have 
but a small portion over its 200 or 250 miles. 
This being so. the earnings of the leased lines 
south of Goshen, Cal., as well as thoss of the 
main line of the Central and Union Pacific, 
may be expected, with some reason, to de­ 
crease. 
Unless a new business, arising 
from other sources and from 
the 
natural development of the country 
through which they pass, makes up the loes, 
there can be little question as to the result, 
the distance from St. Louis to Tucson, via 
New Mexico, beiDg but 1,676 miles, while by 
the present roundabout line it is 3,128 milee, 
and the distance from Chicago to Tucson by 
the former route will be but 1,882 miles, as 
against 3,215 miles by the present overland 
lines. 
The report makes the following statement 
about the northern division of the Sonthern 
Pacific Railroad : During the year the com­ 
pany us» kept the property in good condition, 
and has acquired possession of a branch road 
er tending from Castroville to Monterey, at 
which latter point on the Pacific ocean a mag­ 
nificent hotel for summer resort has l>een 
built aud opened. The business of this road 
has remained much the same as it was in pre­ 
vious years, California not having, as yet, 
participated in the increased business activity 
of the country at large. 
The Auditor says, with reference to the 
Oregon and California and the Oregon Cen­ 
tral Railroads : Both of the roads, the one in 
Oregon and the one in California, are unfin­ 
ished, and owing to the circuitous line fTo- 
posed in the map of the general route, they 
have not been accepted by the Department, 


and no lands have been withdrawn north of 
Redding, in California, or south of Roseburg, 
in Oregon, a distance probably cf 300 miles. 
Furthermore, the time for completion of the 
roads has expired. The principal business of 
these roads is the transportation of wheat, 
flour and wood northward, but the failure of 
crops in the Willamette valley in recent 
years, and the consequent migration, have so 
reduced their business that it lias been quite 
a difficult matter to earn enough money to 
keep the property in repair. 
In the course of his remarks concerning 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
Auditor French says: A prime necessity, 
both for the company and for the country 
through which its railroad has been located 
in Washington Territory aud Oregon, is the 
immediate construction of its line eastward 
through the Cascade range, and westward 
from Ainsworth down the valley of the 
Columbia cn its south bank to Portland. 
The Noe to Ainsworth from Tacoma will 
open up the lumber country and coal lands 
for the use of wheat-growing communities 
centering at Walla Walla and other points, 
while the products 
of that country 
will find their export on the Bound. 
No rivalry, as between the Sound and Port­ 
land, should be permitted to interfere with 
the construction of both these lines. There 
will be business enough for all, aud as the 
company builds i:s road eastward, with its 
base of supplies at Tacoma, the transporta­ 
tion will always be at hand, and the profit of 
it, if any, will go into their own coffers. 
That any other policy wob adopted, es­ 
pecially such a one as building east from 
Ainsworth and depending upoa the naviga­ 
tion of the Columbia river, with its innumer­ 
able difficulties and delays, was hardly short 
of being suicidal, or of placing themselves 
entirely under the control of a rival company. 
TUc P resid ent's Message. 
C h icag o , December 5th. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's Washington special sayB : The Pr si- 
dent’s message will be the longest he has ever 
written, covering ninety-five sheets of large 
writing paper. The Southern question is 
dwelt upon at length, and a steady improve­ 
ment in the South is claimed, although still 
below the correct standard, r.a measures must 
yet be taken to prevent the suppression of 
the colored vote aud secure a free ballot. The 
section devoted to affairs in Utah is very em­ 
phatic, and will act as a bee iu the 
bonnet of Delegate Cannon, of LTtah, who 
has four wives at home and a seat in 
Congress. 
Thera is no mistaking the 
tone of this part of the message. It is as 
strongly anti-pslygamy as aoj| document 
that has come from the White House. 
The President makes no allusion to his 
Utah visit last summer, but argues the ques­ 
tion in a general way, as ho has done in pre- 
vious_ messages, except that his language this 
time is unusually strong. He refers at b-nglh 
to the Chinese question, and embodies the re­ 
sult of a good deal of information he collected 
on the subject during his recent visit to the 
Pacific coast. Indeed, there is much in the 
message which is the result of the President’s 
observation on his recent tour to the Far 
West, and is embraced under tte head of In­ 
dian affairs, the public land system, and the 
Chinese question. The message as a whole 
is a review of his administration, and the 
most interesting portion is that in which he 
treats of the Southern question. Cn the 
whole it is an encouraging message ; that is, 
there is very little in it hut what breathes a 
hopeful spirit.

C h icag o , Decemberóth.—The Inter-Ocean’s 
Washington special says: Secretary Sher­ 
man and Feruando Wood, Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, have had sev­ 
eral consultations in reference to refunding. 
Air. Wood, who has consulted with members 
as fast as they come, does not believe that 
Congress will authorize a bond bearing o\er 
three per cent, interest. He does not believe 
that Sherman will object to a three-per-cent, 
bond, although he will not recommend it. 
He says that there is no doubt whatever that 
a three-per-cent, bond will float at par. Be­ 
fore leaving New York he talked with 
a great number of bankers on the 
subject, and they all agreed that a 
long time three-per-cent, bond could be 
placed at par. Mr. Wood proposes to push 
his funding bill at onoe, and, if possible, pass 
it by the middle of January. Speaking of 
the matter to-day.

The San Francisco Chronicle has under- 
t.xken a contract considerably too extensive 
for its capacity. 
It appears to think it

c . . that the cew Constitution has benefited 
t'. 
Htate, scd with singular fatuousness it 
▼rutares to specify the good things that 
tr. Tu uent has accomplished. 
Foremost 
arr ong them we are surprised to find men­ 
tioned the increase ol the wheat crop. 
Now seeing that the opponents of the 
O -stitution have not Bought to hold it 
responsible for the outbreak of small-pox in 
bian Francisco, we think (he Chronicle 
ought to have been equally msderate, 
an i to have refrained from 
claiming 


t h a t it 
produced 
a 
good 
harvest. 
This, however, is one of the principal 
benefits we are alleged to have derived 
from it, according to the San Francisco pa­ 
per. 
Another fact cited by that intelligent 
journal is the low rate of interest. 
Now 
the rate of interest w ill fall when, throngh 
such influences as the new Constitution has 
b i. ught to bear, large sums of money are 
driven ont of active employment in re­ 
munerative lines, and ar<- thrown upon the 
loan market. Such a phenomenon is by no 
mean o au indication of community pros­ 
perity, 
but 
may lie 
a 
symptom 
of 
disturbance and real decadence. 
Even 
when men have determined to withdraw 
their capital from a certain region, it is 
very rarely that they are able to find 
instant employment fur it clsowhcre, and 
in such circumstances they naturally en­ 
deavor to make it pay whatever can be got 
by putting it in the loan market. 
The 
very fact cited by the Chronicle from 
Msgoe’s Real Estate Circular, that “ pn- 
“ vate lenders are competing very strongly 
“ with 
the savings 
banks for good 
“ mortgages. 
There 
is now, 
we 
** indge, §2,000,000 
in private 
hands 
“ w hich 
the 
owners 
are 
endeavor- 
•‘ing 
to 
loan on 
city 
real estate. 
"T hey are willing to loan at even less 
" than the low rates charged by the savings 
" banks ”—tends to show that the situation 
is neither stable nor prosperous. 
Evi­ 
dently very much, if cot all, of these addi­ 
tions to the available loan iuud, represents 
capital withdrawn from more permanent 
and profitable investments. 
Such indica­ 
tions arc just what 
might have 
looked 
for 
from 
the effects of 
new 
Constitution, 
and 
in 
no 
disprove 
anything 
that 
lias 
said 
respecting 
its pernicious 
depressing 
consequences. 
As to 


C hronicle’s assertion that manufactures are 
growing in the State, it is too absurd to 
need refutation. 
Tho truth is that capital 
is on the w ing, and that it will not be in­ 
vested in manufactures or othor enter­ 
prises of profit to the whole community, 
under an organic law which puts a special 
impost upon co-operative undertakings of 
all kinds, and which taxes property with 
all the malevolence and recklessness of the 
most anoorous Communism.

Th* San Francis j o Chronicle denounces 
the (Jeutr.il and Southern Pacific Railway* 
as “ litigious corporations,” because they 
object to the arbitrary fixingof their tariffs 
by the Railroad Commission which was 
established under the new Constitution. 
It is perhaps remarkable that these cor­ 
porations should fail to eeo the justice and 
equity of an arrangement whereby three 
irrosponsibleoutsiders are empowered to ad­ 
just the entire business of the roads at 
their own caprice, but the hainousness of 
this objection is difficult to realizo from a 
merely conunon-sensc staudpoint. 
The 
highwayman 
who 
bids 
tho 
traveler 
“ stand and deliver,” may possibly think it 
unreasonable that his victim should at­ 
tempt resistance to his peculiar methods of 
levying taxation, but none the less docs 
tho robbed man feel that he is being 
wlonged. The Railroad Commission was 
the very flower and quintessence of that 
ou‘break of Communism which resulted in 
the new Constitution. 
It was deliberately 
framed in contravention of every principle 
of right and justice knowu to civilized 
societies. 
When, 
during 
the 
de­ 
bates 
which 
preceded its 
adoption, 
it was proposed that the Commissioners 
should beat least restricted to the imposition 
of “ reasonable” rates upon the railroads, 
the legislative Cartouches and Macaires 
who were engineering the outrage refused to 
listen to any such modification cf the pro­ 
posed confiscation. 
It was intended by 
them to “ cinch” the railroads, and they 
were firmly resolved that no loophole of 
oscape should be left open. 
So the Com­ 
missioners were invested with powers such 
as had never before in a country calling it­ 
self free been extended to any single body, 
and in order to make their authority 
paramount every tradition and maxim of 
representative Government and of republi­ 
can doctriue was ruthlessly trampled nndcr 
foot. 
Executive, legislative and judicial 
powers were all vested in this spawn of 
Communism, and it was authorized to deal 
with private property as freely and as irre­ 
sponsibly as ever robber Barons dealt with 
the spoils of plundered Abbeys in the 
Middle Ages. 
Thtre was no evásion and 
no redress possible to the intended victims. 
The Commissioners could cut down the 
rates of fare and freight until the re­ 
ceipts failed to pay the operating ex­ 
penses. and still the railroads could not 
help themselves. 
They were in fact re­ 
garded as though they had no rights, and 
as though in their case it was perfectly 
allowable to take private property for pub­ 
lic uses without compensation. 
This was 
the purpose of the Railroad Commission, 
but it happened that the Federal Govern­ 
ment possessed some interests in the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railway, a3 well as the State, 
and about this time Congress thought fit to 
protect these 
interests by passing the 
measure known as the Thurman Bill. 
This law provided that the Pacific Rail­ 
roads should pay over a certain proportion 
of their earnings at stated intervals, for 
the f riuation of a sinking fund, where­ 
with to discharge the debt which the com­ 
panies owed, or would presently owe, to 
the National Government. 
The Supreme 
Court of the United States subsequently 
affirmed the constitutionality of tho Thur­ 
man Bill, and thus the principle was estab­ 
lished that the Federal Government had a 
right to appropriate the earnings of the 
Pacific Railroads to secure an unmatured 
debt. 


The State of California having through 
its new Constitution deciecd that the earn­ 
ings of the railroads shculd be placed at 
the mercy of the Railroad Commission, 
the position of the corporations became 
extremely embarrassing.' Here was one 
authority undertaking to appropriate their 
earnings, and to compel them to pay over 
fixed large amounts semi-anually, and here 
was another authority undertaking 
to 
“ regulate” these earnings down to the 
vanishing point. 
The interest of the 
nation 
clearly was that the railroads 
should earn enough to pay’ their sinking- 
fund contributions. 
The interest of the 
State appeared to be that the railroads 
should earn as little as possible beyond 
working expenses. 
Those who put the 
Commission in the Constitution were ready 
to hound it if it did not carry out the 
scheme of confiscation it was designed to 
effect. 
They cared nothing for the na­ 
tional interest. 
What they wanted was 
that freights and passengers should be 
carried for nothing, or next to nothing. 
There could not, however, be any serious 
couflict of jurisdiction, for tho proposition 
that the Federal Government is paramount 
may be regarded as settled by this time. 
Until, however, the railroads themselves 
bring the question to adjudication by the 
oourts, it must remain an open one, and 
the present attitude of the railroads is 
doubtless intended to compel a settlement 
of it. 
The Chronicle hopes that “ the gage 
“ of battle tlung down by Stanford ” w ill be 
picked up by the State, and that the opin­ 
ion not only of the Circuit Court, but of 
the Supreme Court, will be had upon it. 
Wo have no donbt that the desire of the 
Chronicle will in due time be gratified, but 
we do not expect that the issue will be at 
all satisfactory to that journal or its back­ 
ers. 
It is in fact perfectly clear that the 
Supreme Court, having already declared 
the Thurman bill constitutional, must pro­ 
ceed to declare the State Railroad Commis­ 
sion invalid, since there can be no question 
that the latter is calculated to interfere 
with the collection by the Federal Govern- 
meutof thesinking-fundcontribntions. The 
Federal Government and the Supreme Court 
are committed to the proposition that the 
railroads must be left free to earn enough 
to pay their debts, and this freedom cannot 
be guaranteed to them so long as the Com­ 
mission is empowered to cut down their 
rates as often and as much as it pleases. 
To charge this situation upon the railroads 
is, however, outrageously unfair. 
They 
did not pass the Thurman bill, bat on the 
contrary they opposed it to the last 
The 
tm th is that in this case the railroads are 
in the position of the traveler in the story 
who found himself between a tiger and a 
crocodile, and who was saved at the crisis 
of his fate by the circumstance that the 
tiger's spring landed the beast in the jaws 
of the saurian. 
The game of confiscation 
has been played too recklessly at both ends 
of the Government, and the result promises 
to be the failure of the State scheme of 
railroad robbery.

JEBE BLACK ON THE RAILROAD QUES­ 
TION. 


It appears that Jere Black has written 
a letter on the railroad question, in re­ 
sponse to a request from the Now York 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The telegraph 
has given us but a few brief extracts from 
it, but enough to show that the Judge 
does not understand the subject any bet­ 
ter than the generality of those who for 
years past have travestied it in the inter­ 
est of mob prejudice and ignorance. 
The 
absurdity of his statements may be gath­ 
ered from a citation. He says : “ The two 
“ companies between Omaha and San 


“ Francisco raised in cash out of Gov- 
“ ernment bonds, lands and mortgages cf 
“ their franchises, four or five times as 
“ much as they necessarily expended upon 
“ their roads. 
These roads, thus built at 
“ the public expense, and in some casts 
“ paid for by the public five times over, 
“ are now claimed as private property of 
“ the companies, and the right of the 
“ public to use them as highways is utterly 
“ denied.” It is remarkable that after 
this gross and reckless misrepresentation 
of the facts, Judge Black should conclude: 
“ Nevertheless I think the claims of those 
“ companies to take reasonable tolls stands 
“ upon the same foundation as that of a 
“ company whose roads were built by the 
“ stockholders themselves at their own 
“ proper expense.” This conclusion ap­ 
pears 
to 
be 
the 
only 
sane 
point 
in Judge Black’s letter. All else is vitiated 
by his acceptance of the confused and 
erroneous views with which malignant 
demagogues and 
credulous 
simpletons 
have endeavored to obscure the subject. 
The truth is that the original relatioix be­ 
tween the Government and the railroad 
builders was a contract. 
The Government 
wanted the Pacific Railroads built, and in 
order to induce private enterprise to un­ 
dertake the work it offered special induce­ 
ments. 
It undertook to lend its credit to 
the projectors, and for this loan it took a 
mortgage upon the roads. 
Every dollar 
advanced l>y it in this way was simply 
loaned, and security was taken for repay­ 
ment. 
The gifts of laud were necessary 
in order to invite enterprise, for scarcely 
anyone then believed that the undertaking 
would be immediately or largely remuner­ 
ative. 
It was, in fact, regarded as a 
visionary scheme, and private capital held 
aloof from it. 
How the advance of a loan 
to these companies could give the public 
any right to call the resulting property 
its own, it will puzzle Judge Black to 
demonstrate. 
If 
the 
roads were, 
as 
he asserts, built with public money, 
then it is clear that the public ought 
not to demand this money back. It cannot 
claim both the money and the property. 
It cannot undertake to confiscate tho prop­ 
erty on the ground that it was created with 
public funds, and then go ou to compel the 
repayment of these funds. If an individual 
were to propose this it would instantly be 
denounced as a monstrousoutrage. How then 
can a government be justified in attempting 
it ? It is very discouraging to find a man 
of Judge Black’s standing uttering such 
pernicious nonsense on a subject which 
has already suffered so much from misrep­ 
resentation. 
It is certainly hardly to be 
expected that the masses can entertain 
just ideas concerning the relations between 
the Government and the Pacific Railroads, 
when so veteran a jurist is so profoundly 
ignorant of the facts, and so ready to lend 
himself to the propagation of untruths. 
It is the more necessary that the truth 
should be told in this connection because 
the parties to the contract do not stand 
upon 
equal 
terms. 
The 
corpora­ 
tions 
are 
powerless 
to 
save 
them­ 
selves as 
against 
the weight of 
the 
government, and if Congress does not 
choose to do them justice they must put 
up with whatever wroDgs may be iullieted 
upon them. The simple fact is that they 
owe all tho epprcblum to which they have 
bcjn subjected, to their success. 
The con­ 
tract into which the Government entered 
prdved more profitable to the railroad 
builders than could have been anticipated, 
and from this circumstance have sprung 
all the attempts to evade the contract and 
to confiscate the property of the companies 
which hav-j been made since the comple­ 
tion of the roads. 
Mr. Jere Black does 
not appear to have given the subject any 
study, but it is noteworthy that -««n 
though he has imbibed the most fallacious 
notions respecting the relations between 
the Government and the railroads, he is 
still of opinion that the claim of tho roads 
to take reasonable tolls rt3ts upon the 
same foundation as in the case of lines not 
having any special relations with the Gov­ 
ernment. 
In other words, he doe3 not 
think that the Government is justified in 
availing itself of its contract with the 
railroads to excuse acts of spoliation and 
confiscation.

H L W iri’S DEFENSE. 


Mr. Abram S. Hewitt’s letter to the 
Abrió» .appears to be a very lame defense. 
He says he really believed the Morey let­ 
ter to have been w ritten by General Gar­ 
field. 
If he did he is attempting to vin­ 
dicate bis honesty at the expense of his 
intelligence, for we do not hesitate to as­ 
sert tLai no man whose opinion was of the 
slightest value could have failed to pcrceivo 
that the Morey letter was an impudent 
and clumBy forgery. 
When, however, we 
remember that Mr. Hewitt took two hours 
to examine the letter, and that he com­ 
pared it with several genuine autographs of 
General Garfield, it becomes extremely dif­ 
ficult to accept his present statement. 
He 
could not have failed to perceive the blun­ 
ders in orthography which characterized 
the forgery, nor could he have passed over 
the striking difference between the first 
letter of the genuine and the forged signa­ 
ture, or the obvious fact that in the latter 
the “ i ” was dotted on the wrong side of 
the “ f.” All these points must have been 
observed by any who gave ten minutes of 
conscientious study to the letter, yet Mr. 
Hewitt examined it for two hours, and 
then, a3 he now states, became convinced 
of its genuineness. 
We confess our in­ 
ability to accept this statement. We agree 
with Mr. Hewitt that be ha* more reason 
than General Garfield to “ hunt the rascal 
“ down," but we are afraid that even the 
conviction of the actual forger will not 
clear the Nations correspondent of the 
blame which now attaches to his conduct 
in the premises.

G arfield Make» a Spceeli to the Ohio E lect­ 
or». 
M entor (O.), December 21.—The Ohio 
Electors callad on President Garfield to-day, 
and after an interchange oí courtesies the 
latter said: 
Electors—I am deeply grateful to yon for this 
call, and these personal ano public congratulations. 
Jf 1 were to look upon the laie campaign and its re­ 
sults merely in the light of a personal struggle and 
a personal success, it would probably be as gratify­ 
ing as anything that could be in the hi.toryof pol­ 
itics. If my own conduct during the campaign has 
in any way been a help and strength to our cause, I 
am glad. If, under trying circumstances, my 
behavior as a candidate for the Presidency lies 
met your approval, I am greatly gratified; but a 
larger subject for your congratulations to me 
is on the triumph of the Republican party, 
which opens a subject too vast for me to enter 
upon now. I venture, however, to mention a re­ 
flection which lias occurred to me in reference 
to the election of yesterday. I suppose that bo 
political event has happened in all the course of the 
contest since the early spring, which caused so little 
excitement, and imiecd sir little public observation, 
as the Presidential election, which was held yester­ 
day at midday. The American people paid but 
little attention to the details of the real Presidential 
election, and for the very significant reason, though 
you and all the members of Electoral Colleges have 
tlic absolute constitutional and technical right to 
vote for ant body you choose, and though uo written 
law directed nor suggested your choice, and every 
American knew the august sovereign of the Repub­ 
lic, the 9,000,COO voters early iu November had pro­ 
nounced the omuipotcLt feat of choice, and that 
the sovereign, assuming as done that which 
he had orJercd to bo done, entortained no 
doubt his will would he implicitly obeyed by all the 
Colleges in all the States, and that is the reason 
why the people were so quiet yesterday. They 
have never yet found an American who had failed to 
keep his trust as a Presideutial Elector. 
Report o r the Secretary of the Navy. 
Washington, December 2J.—Id his report, 
after calling attention to the growing com­ 
mercial importance of the Central and South 
American States, whose trade is likely to 
piass entirely out of our haude, if prompt and 
vigorous measures are not taken to secure it, 
the Secretary of the Navy continues : “ All 
that the Navy Department can properly do 
to this end has been done. I have deemed it 
an imperative public doty to send our ships 
of war into as many of their ports as possible, 
with a view to enabling the authorities and 
people of those countries to understand that 
it is our desire to cultivate with them the 
most amicable commercial relations, that both 
their own interests and ours would ba thereby 
promoted. The products of South America 
whioh reach the Pacific Coast can only 
reach this coast by way of San Francisco 
or the Isthmus of Panama ; consequently I 
have also felt it my dnty to inaugurate such 
steps as were calculated to establish more inti­ 
mate relations with States and people on each 
side of the Isthmus. The authority of the Sec­ 
retary of the Navy is limited on this subject, 
and does not extend beyond the location of 
stations at points where our vessels touch, or 
may be induced to touch in order to promote 
commercial intercourse where it is already es­ 
tablished, or to invite it where it is not. I 
have therefore caused steps to ba taken for 
the establishment of coaling stations upon 
each side of the Isthmus at a point eminent­ 
ly suitable both as regards naval uses and 
the commerce of that region. The one o i 
the east side is located at Chiriqoi Lagoon, 
in the Carribean Sea, and in the immediate 
vicinity of veins of coal already opened, and 
that on the west coast at the bay of Golfito, 
a port of the Gulf of Dulce on the Pacific. 
The distance between them is less than one 
hundred miles. The only two safe and suffi­ 
ciently commodious harbors on the Isthmus 
are at these points, and although the Depart­ 
ment did not, before making deposits of 
coal, acquire title to the lands occupied, yet 
it assured itcelf that no difficulty would be 
likely to arise on that score, although it was 
not anticipated that any political objection 
would be made to a preliminary examination 
and survey of tho6e waters. Yet careful 
instructions were given to the com­ 
manders of vessels assigned to the per­ 
formance of 
the duty, and that if 
either Government interposed any objection 
to the movement, they should immediately 
suspend operations, and report the matter to 
the Department, that it might be made a 
subject of diplomatic negotiations. Inas­ 
much, however, as no obstacle of this kind 
was encountered, either at Chiriqui Lagoon 
or Golfito,. coal in sufficient quantities was 
deposited at each harbor, ana now remains 
there, fer future use by our vessels whenever 
it may be needed. The question of acquir­ 
ing title to a sufficient quantity of land upon 
these harbors is necessarily left for. the subse­ 
quent action of Government. 
Initiatory 
steps have also been taken to establish a like 
station at Punta Arenas, in Costa Ilica, and 
it is believed the Department will be enabled 
to accomplish this before the expiration of 
many mouths. It would be greatly to the 
advantage of the United States, and con­ 
tribute much toward the ecocomical manage­ 
ment of the Navy Department, if acquisi­ 
tions similar to those I have mentioned were 
made in other parts of the world. The 
strong maritime powers of Europe employ 
great vigil ince in this particular, and we 
should not be behind them in doing what we 
legitimately and probably can to extend our 
maritime influence over the world. The 
Navy is closely allied to the commerce of the 
country, and should be extended to protect it 
everywhere. 
COMMERCE OF THE PACIFIC. 
He also says : The Pacific ocean opens to 
our future commerce it» broadest and most 
profitable field. On the Atlantic it encoun­ 
ters sncb formidable European rivalry as can 
only be overcome, if at all, by the most per­ 
sistent and vigorous measures of protection 
on the part of the Government; but our ac­ 
quisition of Alaska and the Aleutian Islands, 
and our treaty relations with Japan, the 
Sandwich Islands and Samoa, together with 
our present commercial intercourse with 
China and the East Indies, place us on such 
equal terms on the Pacific with other Powers 
that it will be our own fault if the advan­ 
tages now promised our commerce be lost. 
An exchange of our products for those of the 
East is fast becoming a necessity to the Ori­ 
ental people, and their interests, as well as 
ours, suggest the adoption of the most effi­ 
cient measures cn our part to increase our 
trade with them. Even in Corea our manu­ 
factured goods are preferred to those of En­ 
gland, but they find their way there through 
the Japanese, with whom the Coreans have a 
treaty »f amity and commerce. The benefits 
to be derived in this way, however indirect, 
would be greatly increased if the ports of 
that country were opened to our merchant 
vessels. Onr relations with tbe Japanese 
Government are such that there is no reason 
to doubt its friendly agency in bringing about 
this result, and it is confidently believed that 
it will be accomplished in a short time. Af­ 
ter detailing all that is known of

White citizens are cow being 
drawn to the southeastern p' rt of the Terri­ 
tory by hopes of future wealth, which they 
expect to derive from its great natural re­ 
sources of timber, furs, fl:h and minerals, the 
Territory n-eds only the protecting hand of 
the Government, and security to capital, life 
and older, which local laws and suitable ju­ 
dicial tribunals would give it, to advance 
rapidly in value.

N ew Y ork, December 2d.—Jude Black, 
responding to a call of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce here, for his opinion as to injury in­ 
flicted by fluctuating and discriminating 
rates of railroad transportation charges, sends 
a two-column reply, in whicb he makes tho 
following points : Railroad men believe, or 
pretend to believe, that railways are the 
property of.the companie.-Jauthorized to run 
them, which is a cardinal error, and the pa­ 
rent of much false argument. A public 
highway cannot be private property, and a 
railroad laid out a:id built by authority of 
the State for purposes of commerce, is as 
much a public highway as a turnpike road. 
The two companies between Omaha and San 
Francisco raised in cash out of Government 
bonds, lands and mortgages of their fran­ 
chises, four or five times as much as they 
necessarily expended upon the roads. These 
roads thus built at the public expense, and 
in some cases paid for by the public five 
times over, are claimed now os private prop­ 
erty of the companies, and the right of the 
public to use them as highways is utterly de­ 
nied. Nevertheless, I think the claim of 
these companies to take reasonable tolls 
stands upon the Bame foundation as that of a 
company whose roads were built by the 
stockholders themselves at their own proper 
expense. .fudge Lynch at W ork. 
P cla sk i (Tenn.), December 2d.—Dan 
Smith (colored), who attempted to ravish a 
young white girl in Giles county some time 
ago, was sentenced to twenty-one years in the 
penitentiary to-day for assault with intent to 
kill. As soon as the verdict was returned, a 
mob rushed into the Court-room, overpow­ 
ered the Sheriff and his posse, seized Smith, 
dragged him to the street, where hundreds of 
people joined the mob, took him to a bridge 
near by and hanged him. The mob came 
from the vicinity of where the crime was 
committed by Smith.

B u ffalo , December 2d.—A duel which was 
to have been fonght between Lawrence Trim­ 
ble and John Benton, of Covington, Ky., 
was thwarted by the non-appearance of Ben­ 
ton. Trimble, accompanied by W. N. Wade, 
also of Covington, was at Niagara Falls to­ 
day, but the Benton party did not arrive. 
Davenport’s Thunderbolt. 
C hicag o, December 4th. — Tho Times' 
Washington special eays : John I. Daven­ 
port’s thunderbolt proves to be the declara­ 
tion that Chairman Bamum is responsible for 
the Morey forgery ; that Hadley inspired it, 
that Phiip wrote it, and that Barnum spir­ 
ited Hadley away when wanted as a witness. 
Barnum has been watched by detectives for 
the past month. Davenport has been here 
to consult with the Attorney General as to 
whether Garfield could be subpcnaed as a 
witness. 
A Substantial Present for Grant. 
P h il a d e l ph ia , December 2d.—A fund of 
$100,000 has been raised iu this city to be 
presented to Grant within a short time. The 
money was given by both Republicans and 
Democrats, and is on deposit in bank. The 
idea originated with friends who think 
Grant’s income is not sufficient to support 
him in a style worthy an ex-President. This 
ia exclusive of the movement at New York 
for all ex-Presidents. 
Tbe Tallest Man In tbe W orld. 
N ew Y ork, December 1st.—The Chinese 
giant Chang, who arrived in this city to-day 
from Liverpool, is said to be the tallest man 
in the world. He is eight feet six inches in 
higbt, well proportioned, has small almond 
eyes, the prominent cheek boneR of his race, 
forehead broad and massive, and he wears bis 
pigtail neatly wound upon his head. He has 
small hands and feet for a man of his size, is 
remarkably graceful in his movements, and 
polite and cheerful in manner ; speaks Eng­ 
lish, French, German, and a little Spanish in 
addition to his own language. In reply to a 
reporter’s question, he said: “ My parents 
and the rest of my family are not above the 
ordinary size. My countrymen seldom grow 
large, a Chinaman who measures six feet 
being considered a very tall man. I am 33 
years old, and have done a great deal of 
traveling. In my own country I am con­ 
sidered a great wonder. I went through the 
usual course of Chinese education, and was a 
pretty big boy when at school. I have been 
in Paris the last eighteen months ; I have 
been married twice ; my present wife, who is 
in China, is of the ordinary size.” . 
Story of n Victim . 
C hicag o, December 1st.—The Inter-Ocean's 
New York special has the story of Robert B. 
Bedell, the venerable ex-President of the 
Erie Railway, who married a youDg dashing 
second wife in 1302. A conspiracy then 
seemed to be formed against him by his 
former intimate friend, A. L. Murray, whose 
son was his wife’s too intimate friend, audits 
purpose seemed to be to rob him of his money. 
Under its baleful workings his wife secured a 
divorce and alimony, and he (Bedell) was one 
day in July, 1870, set upon by A. L. Muiray, 
Jr., Chauncey Bernard and J. II. Comer, at 
the railway station at Goshen, held by two of 
them and beaten in the face with a rawhide 
by the other, with the apparent intent of de­ 
stroying his eyesight. At that time he only 
freed himself by getting his hand on his re­ 
volver. His assailants than fled, but one of 
them attempted to shoot him as he ran. He 
was too quick, however, and brought him to 
the ground, for which he was afterward* 
acquitted in Court. His wife at first left him 
surreptitiously, taking away valuables and 
securities from the safe worth $100,000. It 
seemed to be a cate of too many relatives in 
the house, all of whom assisted in making 
trouble. Bedell has been a very successful 
business man, and is highly esteemed.

The building was 204 
feet long, 70 wide, six stories high, with two 
ells, each 100x30, two stories high. Business 
was excellent.

She had been despondent and 
bordering on insanity. Her husband was ab­ 
sent on business in California. He is Presi­ 
dent of the Bell Gold Mining Company. 
A Drunken Reporter Shoots Ills Landlady. 
St. L o u is, December 4th.—Edward Rich­ 
ard, at different times reporter in Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louia, shot his landlady 
fatally in the neck because she refused to go 
to the theater with him. The woman died 
to-day, and Richard will be indicted for 
murder. He was drunk, and claims that it 
was an accident. 
Delayed Ocean Steamers. 
N ew Y ork, December 4th.—The long de­ 
lays in the arrival of ocean steamers are 
seriously embarrassing some lines which 
have not enough steamers to sail on schedule 
time. There are eighteen steamers overdue, 
belonging to every line except the White 
Star.

FOREIGN' NEWS. 
Am ericans a id Ihe Opmm Trade. 
N ew Y ork, December 3J.—The Heralds 
London special s vys the Shanghai correspond­ 
ent of the Herald telegraphs that the second 
treaty drawn up by the United States Com­ 
missioners and the Government provides that 
the Americans shall not import opium, or 
carry the product coastwise, or sell it. 
China and Russia. 
St. P etersburg, December 2d.—The 
chances of a favorable settlement of the Chi­ 
nese question diminishes as negotiations are 
prolonged. As China and Russia severally 
desire a solution, it is hoped they will make 
mutual concessions. 
The Ross-Trlrkett Fruiting Match. 
L ondon, December 4th. — The sculling 
match between Edward Trickett of Sydney 
and Wallace R ¡ss of St. Johns, for £400, over 
the Thames champion course, four and one- 
fourth miles, undecided on the 29th oi Nc- 
vember, the umpire having allowed to Ross a 
claim of foul at Hammersmith, was repeated 
to-day, and resulted in a victory for Ross, 
who won the race by three lengths. The race 
was most exciting. Ross soon got the lead 
and maintained it to Hammersmith bridge, 
then drew further ahead and won with ease, 
never being headed. 
The Trouble in Ireland. 
Dublin. December 4th.—Affidavits of Par­ 
nell, Biggar, J. D. Sullivan, Seaton and Dil­ 
lon, on which to base an application for a 
postponement of the trial of the traversers, 
on the ground that the date already fixed 
will interfere with their constitutional right 
to be present when Parliament meets, were 
filed in the Crown Office at 8 o’clock last 
evening. The traversers will apply for a 
postponement of the trials until the 25ih of 
January. 
D u blin, December 4tb.—The Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Queen’s Bench refused the appli­ 
cation of Parnell, Biggar, Dillon et al. for a 
postponement of the State trials until Janu­ 
ary 25th, on the ground that it would inter 
fere with their constitutional right to attend 
Parliament. The J ustice strongly denounced 
Irish anarchy. 
Chicago, December 4th.—A Dublin spe­ 
cial says: Only a small proportion of the 
outrages in Ireland are reported in tbe public 
press. Obnoxious fanners, agents and land­ 
lords are obliged to have a body-guard wher­ 
ever they go. The League is certainly using 
its power with great discretion. 
Tbe Forte and Greece. 
V ien n a, December 4th.—The Porte is pre­ 
paring to address itself to the Powers, and 
while declaring its readiness to come to a fair 
compromise with Greece,will ask the Powers 
to use their influence to induce Greece to ea­ 
ter into direct negotiations. 
Persian» Defeated by Ihe Kurds. 
T eh er a n, December 4th. — Intelligence 
has been received that Siieik Abdullah at­ 
tacked the Persians near Urumiah and de­ 
feated them, after killing a great number. 
S o u th A m e ric a n W a r—P ea c e C o n feren ce. 
P anam a, November 24th.—At the Peace 
Conference between Chile, Peru and Bolivia, 
three sessions were held. The U. S. Minis­ 
ter to Chile presided, and the U. S. Minister 
to Peru and Bolivia was present. Each bel­ 
ligerent recognized the necessity for peace, 
and the disinterested course of the United 
States. Chile presented her terms, which 
were for increased territory and the restora­ 
tion of property taken from Chilean citizens, 
and the Governments of Bolivia and Peru 
rejected the demands. Minister Christiancy 
suggested that Peru and Bolivia might have 
propositions to make, and the representative 
of Peru moved to refer the entire question to 
the Government of the United States for ar­ 
bitration, the decision to be final, without 
favoring either party to the struggle. The 
proposition for arbitration was not accepted 
by Chile. President Osborn, in declaring the 
conference ended, said he and his colleagues 
profoundly lamented that the conference 
should net have yielded tbe pacific and con­ 
ciliatory results hoped from it, and believe 
the same impres.-ion will be made upon the 
Government and people of the United States 
when the fact is communicated to them that 
the friendly mediation of the United States 
has been fruitless. 
Letters from Valparaiso assert that an order 
hassJieen issued to the commander of the 
Chilean expeditionary force to more on Lima 
at an early date. In the meantime a portion 
of the force had started on an expedition 
against Arquipa. Rumors were current in 
Chambot, on the departure of the steamer 
for Panama, that that city had fallen into 
Chilean hands. This report, however, is 
generally doubted, as Lynch’s contingent, 
when last heard from, was at Qqilca, some 
distance from the old Inca capital.

T oronto, December 3d.—Mrs. Casey, 
whose two children were smothered while she 
was drunk in bed, died this morning.
